Leaving Kingston carly yosterday morning in
the fine gtenmer Corlothiau, we il o splendid
sail through thefSt, Lawrence, The “Thousaud
Islands” were everything weanticipated in beauty
and constant chavge of scene; they oxtend for
nhont fifty miles, in some plices were very close
togethoer, covering the surface of the wide river
in all directions, and appearing as if they floated
upon the water. We were sorry not o be able
to stop at Alexandrin Bay, and spend o day or
two in, fishing and rowing about among the
charming Iglets. Gannanogue, Brockyille, Pres-
cott, Cornwall, and other places toached at on
the Canada slde, all nppeared as dilapldated and
antlque ns 1f the hinproving hand of man had not
touched them in tha Inst contury. Owgdenstinrg
Ig a thrlving New York town, aui showed a wriat
contrast to Prescott, Is

The passages through the different raplds,
there being eight of them, were very exciting to
us all, The principal ones are Long Sault,
Coleau, Cednr, Casende, naud Lo Chine. At the
first the nolsy billows and breakers made me
feel as if I waus on the broad ocean in o heavy
gale, the spray of (he big waves dashing to our
upper deck., These rapids continue for abont
nine miles, thougl it requires but o few minates
for us to rush through., The Cedar and Casende
rapids were almost as good, though they wers
ghorter, But the grand excitetuent was in going
through the La Chine rapids. just belore ending
our voyage. The captain agreeably disappolnted
us all as he had told many he would have to go
throvgh the canal on account of hiawing troops
on board. We pasgsed the steamer Grecion, sunk
In Cascode rapids not long ago.  She hind o recl-
ment of soldiers on board, some of whom were
drowned, and as the Queen doues not eare to lode
Lier property in this reekless muanner, all troops
were ofdered to be sent through the eanal in-
stead of these last ropids, the most dangerous
of all.

But we were all overjoyed to gee the Indian
pllot nwniting ug in his canoc in mid stream 1o
guide us snfely through Sceylla aud Charybdis,
We went down the Lachine handsomely at (he
rate of thirty miles an hour, appronching within
o few fect on elther slde of huee rocks, to Lhave
struck one of fwhich would have beéen our deatls-
blow. But our bout was hundled skilfully, and
it is very seldom an accident oceurs,

We now came in sight of the mammoth “Vie-

toria Bridge," an iron tubular structure for the
Grand Trunk Rallrosd. We had & good view of
the entire bridge, which is o mile and a Lalf
long, supported by twenty-six plers and abut-
ments solldly bullt of granite, and will lnst for
agee. We gracefully glide under the centre
span, and asdmire the mighty work the more the
nearer we approach it.
B On the steamer with us were the 13th Royal
Hussars, thesame regiment that wasin the charce
at Balaklayvae immortallzed by Tennyson, Severnl
of the men bad medols, showing they were Lhe
sturvivors of that dreadinl day, and a blooded
mare, o noble animal, the only horse that came
out of the charge alive, was on our forward
deck below. She is elghteen years old, and 15 a
pet of the men, who take care of her for her past
services.  These troops are ordered home to
England, though few wish to go, ns they bave
muade many {rlends kere, und fear belng eent to
Indin or Chino.

Iits Cotton Transactions Hesult in
Lowsnit Agnlost Him.

A summons was served on James Fisk, Jr.,
vesterday, clting him to appear before the Sep-
tomber term of the United States Clrenit Court
and auswer in u =uit brought ageiost Lim by
Gorham Gray, & merchant of this elty., The
potitioner, In his petition to the Court psking for
a writ, says:—That o or sbout the month of
June, 1860, he entored Into an  agreement
with Jumes Figk, Jr., to form o partoership with
him in buying and selling cotton: and that by
the agrecment the defendunt Flsk promised and
ngreed that the petitioner Gray should mnke
purelinses and enles of lorge amount2 of cotton
on the Jolut wecount of the petdtioner and the
defendant; nnd that the defendant would, from
thoe to thme, as It should be necessary in the
opinien of the petitioner, furnish wll sums of
woney that should be necessary to pay forall
cotton purchoged by the petitioner on the joint
gecount of both purties, and all moneys which
sliould, In the petitloner's opinion, bo necessary
for defraying any expenses of snch purchases
and #nles,

That it wae further understood by the agrees
ment that the profits wnd logses of any such purs
chinses and sales should be shared and borne,
two-thirds thereof by the defendant, aud one-
third by the petitioner; that, in accordance with
the agreement, the petitloner purchnsad !ur.fe
amounts of cotton, which were duly reported to
the defendant und approved by bim; that the
petitioner received from the defemiunrl‘ram,{!m,
wna no more, under the agreement. The l‘:cl.i-
thoner bought large amounts of cotton, and the
defendant subsequently refused Lo advanece such
sutns of money as were necessary to pay for It,
enusing the Fuuumwr to suffer damage to the
amount of $200,000, and compelling bim to sell
the eotton at prices much less than it full and
true value, The petioner asks for a seitlement
of Lhe copartuership accounts by the Court.—

Messrs, Hetlin and Bingham had been an-
nounced to address the Republicans ot this place.
Quite o crowd of white men were present, when
